Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication is a glossy 186 page magazine published by Larry Flynt’s company in the United 
States. The dominant effect of the magazine as a whole is of its brash attitude to its largely sexual 
material. The pages are crowded with brightly coloured images and text, including strongly 
political articles and opinion pieces. 

The magazine requires restriction to adults because of its numerous explicitly sexual images and 
text, and, to a lesser extent, the horrific photographs of mutilated bodies in one article. All of 
this material, some of which has a degrading sexual tone, is likely to disturb children and to 
detrimentally influence young people's attitudes. Adults are able to put these elements into 
context within the magazine, because of experience and maturity which teenagers and children do 
not possess. Therefore it is restricted to an audience aged 18 years of age and over. 

This restriction interferes with the right to freedom of expression as set out in sl4 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This limitation is demonstrably justified in a free and democratic 
society, given the likely injury to the public good if the magazine were available to children and 
young persons.
